A Brief History op the New Hampshire Woman 

Suffrage Association. 

It is fitting that New Hampshire, the home of such re- 
markable families as the Rogers, the Hutchinsons, the Fos- 
ters and the Pillsburys, should have the honor of being 
one of the first states in the Union to organize a woman 
suffrage association. Even before an organization was ef- 
fected, the Universalist Conference, early in 1868, adopted 
unanimously a resolution in favor of woman's elevation to 
entire equality with man in every civil, political and reli- 
gious right. 

It was due chiefly to the untiring zeal and rare devotion 
of Nathaniel White and Armenia S. White of Concord that 
New Hampshire had the proud distinction of leading the 
Bast in this reform, which has now become a world-wide 
movement. The Call for the first convention (printed on 
another page) was written by Mrs. Armenia S. White and 
Mrs. Sarah Piper of Concord. The convention was called 
to order by Mrs. White. Able addresses were given before 
large and enthusiastic audiences by Henry B. Blackwell, 
Lucy Stone, Stephen Poster, Rev. J. F. Lovering, and Rev. 
Wm. T. Savage. 

A vigorous campaign was at once begun to secure school 
suffrage for women. In 1871 women were made eligible 
to serve on school committees. Women were elected in over 
twenty towns before school suffrage was granted in 1878. 
Senator Jacob H. Gallinger, the first corresponding secre- 
tary of the New Hampshire Woman Suffrage Association, 
is one of the few men now living who worked earnestly in 
behalf of the bill. At that time only five states had granted 
school suffrage to women, all west of the IMissisaippi except 
Michigan. Among the noted speakers during the cam- 
paign were Wendell Phillips, William Lloyd Garrison, 
Stephen Poster, Parker Pillsbury, Lucy Stone, Mary A. 
Livermore, Edward D. Cheney, and Elizabeth Cady Stan- 
ton. 



October 2, 1880, the association suffered a severe loss 
in the death of Nathaniel White. We gratefully acknowl- 
edge the debt we owe to this noble champion of woman suf- 
frage and other reforms. 

The loyal friends still toiled on faithfully, circulating 
petitions and securing hearings before legislative bodies. 
In the legislature of 1887, Hon. Oliver E. Branch gave a 
masterly address in favor of extending municipal suffrage 
to women. The committee reported favorably, but the bill 
was defeated in the house. From 1887 to 1889 Mrs. E. J. 
C. Gilbert of Eeene rendered the cause eflBcient service. 
Her removal to California deprived the state of a tireless 
worker and capable leader. From 1868 to 1895 Mrs. Ar- 
menia S. White was the faithful president of the asso- 
ciation, with the exception of the short period Mrs. Gil- 
bert consented to serve to relieve Mrs. White. In 1895 
Mrs. White was forced to resign her position as president. 
The headquarters were transferred from Concord to 
Nashua. Miss Josephine Hall, Mrs. E. M. Powell and other 
earnest friends bravely kept up the work until 1897, when 
the last meeting was held. 

Of the early friends who are still in the ranks especial 
mention should be made of our dearly loved honorary presi- 
dent, Mrs. Armenia S. White, and Mrs. Sarah J. Messer- 
Whitney of Greenville, a faithful worker still and a gen- 
erous contributor to the support of the association. Mrs. 
Marilla M. Ricker of Dover has always stood unflinch- 
ingly for justice to women, and has given freely of her time 
and money to aid the movement. Mrs. Ricker was admitted 
to the bar in May, 1881, in Washington, D. C. She was ad- 
mitted to the United States Supreme Court in May, 1891. 
We should not fail to remember with gratitude the valu- 
able service rendered the cause by Hon. Henry W. Blair, 
a staunch friend of woman suffrage and a member of the 
first special committee ever appointed to look after the in- 
terests of women in the United States Senate. 

In 1901 the National American Woman Suffrage Asso-

ciation engaged Miss Mary N. Chase of Andover, N. H., 
as state organizer for one month. Through the kindness of 
Mrs. Elizabeth B. Fellows of Manchester, a convention was 
held there December 16-17, 1901. Friends assembled from 
ten towns. Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, the gifted president 
of the National American Woman Suffrage Association, 
gave the principal address. Hon. H. B. Blackwell and 
Alice Stone Blackwell of Boston were also present and as- 
sisted. The following oflScers were elected:

As a Constitutional Convention was to be held in De- 
cember, 1902, the National American W. S. A. engaged 
Miss Chase to address the granges in the state, and to cir- 
culate petitions. Eighty-eight granges were visited and 
over 2,800 names secured. .We quote from the report given 
by the secretary, Miss Mary E. Quimby,- at the annual 
meeting held in Milf ord, November, 1903 : 

** Just before our convention of last year a resolution pro- 
posing to strike the word 'male' from the State Consti- 
tution in the clause qualifying voters, had been introduced 
in the Constitutional Convention by Capt. Arthur Thomp- 
son of Warner, and at the close of our convention a hearing 
was granted ugon it. Through the courtesy of the presi- 
dent, Hon. Frank S. Streeter, Miss Mary N. Chase, presi- 
dent of the New Hampshire Woman Suffrage Association, 
was asked to preside, thus having the honor to be the first 
woman to preside over a constitutional convention in New 
Hampshire. After making an able address herself, she 
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introduced Miss Alice Stone Blackwell, Hon. Henry B. 
Blackwell, editors of the Woman's Journal, Boston, and 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, president of the National 
American Woman Suffrage Association, who pleaded our 
cause effectively. Two days later it was voted to submit 
the amendment, 145 voting in the affirmative and 92 in the 
negative. A motion to reconsider was at once made, but 
defeated a few days later by a vote of 177 to 189. 

"The National American Woman Suffrage Association 
was asked by the executive committee of this association to 
conduct the campaign, which it was proposed to wage in 
behalf of the amendment, and early in January Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt took charge and carried on a great educa- 
tional work. Earnest suffragists all over the nation helped 
us financially, and $201 was raised in the state. Mrs. Ar- 
menia S. White of Concord, our pioneer suffragist, who 
with her good husband did so much in years gone by to 
prepare the way for this later work, furnished comfortable 
and adequate headquarters. 

*' Specially prepared literature was sent to 87,000 voters, 
and the newspapers were induced to give much space to the 
question. Seventy-five ministers preached sermons in favor 
of the amendment. Miss Mary N. Chase filled thirty-seven 
appointments and the other speakers nearly two hundred. 
The speakers from outside the state, all of whom gave their 
services without pay, were as follows: Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt, Rev. Anna Howard Shaw, Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, 
Mrs. Harriet Stanton Blatch, Mrs. Mary D. Pisk, Mrs. Pris- 
cilla D. Hackstaflf, Mrs. Maud Wood Park, Miss Laura De 
Merritte, and Mrs. Mary E. Craigie. Among the New 
Hampshire speakers were : Capt. Arthur Thompson, Hon. 
Oliver E. Branch, Hon. Clarence E. Carr, Rev. N. W. P. 
Smith, Rev. C. W. Casson and Miss Mary N. Chase. 

"So much work in behalf of the amendment frightened 
those opposed to its adoption, and a petition signed by the 
governor, president of the senate, speaker of the house of 
representatives, and other prominent members of the domi- 
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nant political party, was sent to the Anti-Suffrage Asso- 
ciations of Massachusetts and New York, asking for help. 
In response a meeting in the Hall of Bepresentatives was 
addressed by the usual anti-suffrage speakers, Miss Emily 
Bissell, Mrs. A. J. Gteorge and Dr. Lyman Abbot. Judge 
David Cross of Manchester also spoke. Not only were con- 
verts to our cause made by the illogical and unseemly re- 
marks of these speakers, but wider discussion was given to 
the subject, and the next evening the largest and most en- 
thusiastic meeting of the campaign was held in the same 
place, when Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt and Hon. Oliver E. 
Branch convincingly refuted the arguments which had been 
advanced the night before. The amendment was voted upon 
March 10, 1903, and the result showed 14,162 in favor and 
21,788 opposed, by far the largest proportional vote ever se- 
cured in New England." 

The amendment was ably championed in the Constitu- 
tional Convention by Messrs. Thompson, Cummings, Lam- 
prey, Dudley, Puller, Baker, Folsom, Eastman, Woolson, 
Edgerly, Lyford, Pike and Woodbury. We also gratefully 
record the names of the delegates whose votes submitted the 
amendment :

In the legislature of 1905 an attempt was made to secure 
municipal suffrage for women. The report of the chairman 
of the legislative committee, Miss Mary E. Quimby, ex- 
plains the unfortunate outcome of that effort. 

Report op Legislative Work Relative to Woman 

Suffrage. 

Soon after the legislature was in session a bill providing 
for full municipal suffrage for women on the same terms 
as men, was introduced by Representative Gteorge A. Wor- 
cester of Milford. It was referred to the judiciary commit- 
tee, of which Albert S. Batchellor of Littleton was chair- 
man. Another bill providing for municipal suffrage for 
tax-paying women was introduced by Representative Ed- 
ward P. Gate of Wolfboro and referred to the same com- 
mittee. 

A hearing upon both bills was granted early in February. 
Mr. Gate spoke in behalf of his bill and Mrs. Mary I. Wood 
of Portsmouth in a very able manner opened the discus- 
sion on ours. It was expected that some of the ablest law- 
yers in the state would continue in the interest of our 
cause, but unfortunately they were detained. However, 
nearly every woman who had crowded into the judiciary 
committee room, was ready to give her reason for wanting 
to vote, or ready to answer the questions propounded by 
the members of the committee. 

Mrs. 'Wood was especially clever at this work and helped 
our cause much by her clear-cut, logical answers. It was 
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necessary to adjourn the hearing until afternoon in order 
to hear all who wished to speak. Later in the day the com- 
mittee reported by a vote of seven to two that the bill ought 
to pass. Rosecrans Pillsbury of Londonderry brought in 
the minority report for DeWitt C. Howe of Concord and 
himself and moved that it be substituted for the majority 
report. By Mr. Pillsbury 's request this motion was laid 
upon the table, and, therefore, by the courtesy of such 
bodies was left there until Mr. Pillsbury should choose to 
bring it up. It was made a special order of business for 11 
o'clock on the last Tuesday of the session. 

That day the gallery was filled to overflowing with women 
from all over the state interested in the result. The usual 
order of business was carried out and it was nearly five 
o'clock when the special order was called. Immediately it 
was moved to adjourn, and the morning session was closed 
and the regular order for the afternoon was taken up. 

There was no time to call it up again as the date of ad- 
journment had already been fixed (there was time for a 
mock session of the legislature), and such was the ignomin- 
ious fate of the bill. It was commonly reported that it had 
an excellent chance of passing the house and such adroit 
manoeuvring on the part of our enemy to prevent its being 
brought to a vote seemed to confirm that opinion. 



All of the annual meetings have been a credit to the asso- 
ciation, but the one held in Concord in 1906 deserves es- 
pecial notice, as we had the rare privilege of having with 
us our revered pioneer, Mrs. Armenia S. White, who 
charmed all with her address delivered the last evening of 
the convention. Miss Mary N. Chase, president of the asso- 
ciation, in introducing Mrs. White, said in part: 

**The first name on the program this evening is familiar 
to all true lovers of reform in New Hampshire. For many 
years she has been an apostle of temperance, of peace, of 
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freedom for the slave and of freedom for woman. Although 
this pioneer of the suffrage work of New Hampshire will 
be eighty-nine years old tomorrow, she is as young in spirit 
as any of us, and as intensely interested in the highest well- 
being of the state. Those of us who have taken up the 
task which she has been obliged to lay down, feel that we 
cannot be too grateful that we have met this rare soul, that 
we can go to her home as to a shrine, and there receive the 
benediction and the inspiration that her presence always 
inspires. No mention of this lover of humanity would be 
complete without referring to her noble husband, who stood 
loyally by her in all her high endeavors, and ever responded 
most generously to all appeals for help. When we look upon 
this dear friend and helper and think of her many beautiful 
years of usefulness, of beneficence, and of consecrated ser- 
vice, we begin to realize what a blessed thing it is to live. 
Such a life strengthens our faith in the high destiny of the 
race, and causes us to feel that the visions of the ideal which 
so entrance us all in our best moments are not mere idle 
dreams, but can be realized in the lives of men and of 
women right here on earth. May those of us who still have 
before us the burden and the heat of the day take up our 
work as bravely and as cheerfully as she did, and with the 
same kindly spirit of malice toward none and charity for 
all, carry it on with such vigor, such enthusiasm and such 
consecration that victory wiU fly at our banners while she 
is here to rejoice with us. It is good for us to have the 
blessing of her presence with us.'' 

She then presented Mrs. White, who spoke on the early 
historj'^ of the woman suffrage movement in New Hamp- 
shire in part as follows : 

** Madam PREsroBNT and Friends: I was asked by our 
worthy president here to give a few reminiscences of the 
first Woman Suffrage Association in this state. In jus- 
tice to the pioneers who have passed to higher spheres of 
life, I will speak of some of the means that led to it. One of 
the immediate causes was the great anti-slavery struggle, 
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through which women learned they must have equal legal 
rights with men, and many good men learned the same les- 
son. Let me mention a few of the leaders' names at that 
time, such as William Lloyd Garrison, Wendell Phillips, 
Stephen Poster, Parker Pillsbury, Gerrit Smith, N. P. Rog- 
ers, John G. Whittier, Samuel F. May, Theodore Parker, 
Henry Ward Beecher, Ralph Waldo Emerson, Horace 
Greeley, George William Curtis, James Freeman Clark, and 
among our women were Lucretia Mott, Maria Weston Chap- 
man, Lydia Maria Child, Harriet Beecher Stowe, Margaret 
Fuller, Abby Kelley Foster, Louisa AUcott, Elizabeth Chase, 
Lucy Stone, Mary A. Livermore, Edna D. Cheney, Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton, Susan B. Anthony, and many more of like 
fame, all of whom are now passed on to a higher life. 

** A few of their comrades are still with us, the Blackwell 
sisters, Rev. Antoinette Brown Blackwell, Lulu Warde 
Howe, Thomas Wentworth Higginson, Frank Sanborn and 
a few others. When Abby Kelley, a sweet Quaker girl, 
was made a member of the executive committee of the 
American Anti-Slavery Society, several of the conservative 
members withdrew because a woman had been elected to 
the board. And when the first world's convention was held 
in London, in 1840, Lucretia Mott, with several other dele- 
gates, was sent from this country. She was a celebrated 
Quaker preacher and her name was first presented of the 
women delegates, but she was at once refused a seat because 
she was a woman. England, with a queen, could not tol- 
erate a woman delegate, and William Lloyd Garrison and 
N. P. Rogers, true to their principles, took their seats in the 
gallery with the rejected women. 

**N. P. Rogers lived in this town and published a paper 
called The Herald of Freedom, an anti-slavery paper, which 
gave no uncertain sound as to the rights of women before 
the law. He had the blood of the martyrs in his veins, 
being a lineal descendant from John Rogers, the martyr, 
who was burned at the stake. He died in this city in 1846. 

"In those days married women could not own a dollar's 
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worth of property, not even the clothes they wore, and in 
Massachusetts, I have been told, the law allowed a man to 
whip his wife for certain offences, if he used a small stick. 

''From 1840 to 1860 much pioneer work was done by 
writings and lectures, by petitioning legislatures and secur- 
ing changes in the laws in behalf of women ; many conven- 
tions were held and much agitation and education was the 
result. 

**Then came the civil war, when women labored and suf- 
fered for their country and their dear ones who were fight- 
ing the battles, and learned anew how much they needed 
the ballot; but the war over and peace declared, woman 
suffrage meetings and conventions increased. 

''A New England association was organized, holding their 
annual meetings in Boston. Some of the other states or- 
ganized the national, holding their annual meetings in 
Washington. 

* * At a New England convention in Boston in 1868, it was 
voted to send out a call to the different states to meet in I 

Cleveland, Ohio, to form the American Woman Suffrage 
Association, which afterward united with the National, ! 

now the National American. 

**In discussing the election of delegates, the question of 
state associations came up. My husband and myself were 
both there (as we always attended those conventions), and 
Mr. White at once said, *We will organize New Hamp- 
shire.' We soon called a meeting of a few friends at our 
house, discussed the matter, chose. committees, sent out our 
call over the state, held our convention in Eagle Hall, to 
which many came from all over the state, chose our dele- 
gates, and in a few days they were on their way to Cleve- 
land. 

**We came home from the Cleveland convention full of 
hope and enthusiasm, holding meetings and distributing i 

literature, securing the best of lecturers, sending petitions 
to the legislature every year. Our first petitions were for j 

women to vote and hold office on the school board. We had ' 
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hearings, obtaining the best of speakers to plead our cause 
before the legislative committees, with no thought but it 
would soon be granted, but it took ten years of constant 
labor. In five years we secured the membership of women 
on the board and five more to secure the ballot that she 
might vote for members of the board. 

'*Not until 1879 did the women vote at our school meet- 
ings. Benjamin F. Prescott was our governor, who gladly 
signed the bill. 

*'I was invited to cast the first woman's ballot, which I 
did with Mrs. Dr. Morrill and Mrs. Pillsbury accompanying 
me with their ballots. It was some few years before we 
succeeded in electing a woman on the board in Concord. I 
think Mrs. Albert Woodworth was the first woman elected 
to fill that position. 

**Por some years after this our forces were crippled by 
the death of some of our best helpers and removals from, 
our state, which dampened the energy and courage of those 
remaining, yet meetings were held and petitions sent to 
legislatures and constitutional conventions asking for vari- 
ous changes in our laws." 

At the conclusion of Mrs. White's address, Mrs. Ella 
H. J. Hill presented her with a bouquet of beautiful red 
roses from the state officers of the association, and Dr. 
Alice G. Harvie gave chrysanthemums from the local suf- 
frage club. 

Mrs. White was very much affected by the gifts and 
made a most touching response.

MINUTES. 



Of the annual meeting held in St. Paul's Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Manchester, New Hampshire, October 
25, 1907. 

Friday Morning. 

The convention was called to order at 10 :30. The presi- 
dent, Miss Mary N. Chase of Andover, was in the chair. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. Olive M. Kimball of Marl- 
boro. The chair appointed Mrs. Kimball secretary pro 
tem. The minutes of the executive session were read by 
Mrs. Mary E. Q. Philbrick of Epsom. 

It was voted to offer a prize of $25, to be divided into 
$10, $7, $5, and $3 prizes to members of subordinate 
granges for papers between 1,000 and 1,200 words in favor 
of woman suffrage, to be read at a regular grange meeting 
between January and July, 1908. This prize to be awarded 
by a committee of three appointed by the executive com- 
mittee, provided there be fifty competitors. 

It was voted to print 500 copies of the minutes of this 
meeting, together with a brief report of the constitutional 
amendment campaign and the legislative work since 1901. 

It was voted to organize a lecture bureau, made up of 
able people throughout the state, who would be willing to 
address some organization at home or in a nearby town on 
the subject of equal suffrage ; their expenses only to be paid.

It was voted to send greetings to Mrs. Armenia S. White, 
our beloved honorary president. 

The following resolutions presented by Mrs. Olive Rand 
Clark were adopted : 

Whereas, since our last meeting there has passed from 
earth life one of the most valued members of the New 
Hampshire Woman Suffrage Association, 

Resolved, That in the death of Mrs. Eliza Nelson Blair 
the cause of equal suffrage loses an advocate whose great 
ability, wide experience and knowledge of affairs, clear 
insight and discriminating judgment made her a strong 
force for the advancement of any cause she had at heart. 
Always judicial and conscientious, she espoused the cause 
of equal suffrage only after mature conviction that the best 
good of all classes would be promoted when women, through 
the ballot, should share equally with men in the responsi- 
bilities which the privilege of the ballot implies. Ever gra- 
cious in manner, wise, tactful, considerate, unassuming, she 
did not offend by aggressiveness, but, charitable to the sin- 
cere convictions of others, she expressed her convictions 
freely, with a reason for the faith that was in her, and she 
exerted all her influence with voice and pen to secure the 
adoption of the equal suffrage amendment to the Consti- 
tution of New Hampshire. 
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Resolved, That while in the death of Mrs. Blair the equal 
suffrage cause loses an able champion, the state loses a rare 
citizen, a woman of exalted worth, to whose rich intel- 
lectual gifts were added strength and beauty of character ; 
one whose clear vision, broad grasp of affairs and conscien- 
tious judgment made her a wise counselor and a safe 
leader. Keenly realizing that only by right training and 
education of the young can future good citizenship be as- 
sured, she was glad to help in any movement which prom- 
ised better education for the masses, and was especially 
solicitous to promote better conditions and better environ- 
ment for the children of the poor. Preeminently a mother, 
she strove to secure for New Hampshire mothers, through 
amendment to our laws, equal legal parental rights in their 
offspring. While exemplifying in her own useful life the 
possibilities of woman's influence in the larger affairs of 
city and state, she was in all things essentially womanly — a 
loyal, sympathetic, helpful wife, a wise and devoted mother, 
a staunch and faithful friend. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be entered on the records 
of the association, and a copy sent to the Hon. Henry W. 
Blair, the husband so sorely bereft, and to their son, Henry 
P. Blair, blessed in the memories of such a mother. 

The convention adjourned at' 5 o'clock. 

Friday Evening. 

The session was called to order at 7 :30 by the president. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. Thomas Chalmers. 

The minutes of the afternoon session were read and ap- 
proved. 

The chairman of the committee on resolutions, Mr. H. H. 
Metcalf of Concord, presented the following resolutions, 
which were adopted : 

Resolved, By the N. H. Woman Suffrage Association, in 
annual meeting assembled: 

(1) That we rejoice in the steady progress which is being 
made in the world at large, in the equal suffrage cause; 
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although in practical results the same has been more ef- 
fectively manifested in the old world than in the new dur- 
ing the past year. We hail the full enfranchisement of 
woman in Finland and Norway as most encouraging ** signs 
of the times," prophetic of greater triumph to come in the 
acquisition of parliamentary suffrage by the women of 
Great Britain, which the favorable change in public senti- 
ment in that country, indicated of late, also proclaims to be 
an achievement of the near future. 

(2) That we congratulate our friends and fellow- workers 
in Vermont upon the excellent showing which they made in 
their last campaign for municipal suffrage for women in 
that state, and, although the outcome in our own legis- 
lature, last winter, was far less satisfactory than in theirs, 
we give them assurance of our determination to continue 
the work as zealously as they can do, in the hope that the 
Granite and Green Mountain states may soon lead all New 
England into the bright galaxy of American commonwealths 
wherein there are equal rights for both and special privi- 
leges for neither sex. 

(3) That we congratulate ourselves upon the fact that 
no tricky and unprincipled opponent of the woman suffrage 
cause was able, at the last session of the legislature, to 
pigeon-hole in the clerk's desk, the favorable report of a 
majority of the judiciary committee of the house of repre- 
sentatives upon the municipal suffrage bill, as was the case 
two years previously; but that a square vote was at last 
obtained upon the measure ; that although the supporters of 
the measure were less numerous than may have been hoped, 
they included many of the ablest, most intelligent and most 
progressive members of the house, thus giving strong en- 
couragement for future effort in the same direction; and 
that no attempt was made in argument, by the opponents 
of the measure, to dispute the fundamental justice of the 
proposition — the only argument presented being that the 
majority of women are opposed to, or at least are not de- 
manding, enfranchisement. 
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(4) That we note with satisfaction the fact that more 
than 5,000 of the most intelligent, progressive and patri- 
otic women of New Hampshire, in their organized and 
federated clubs, are working together, not merely for their 
own mental improvement, but in the study and mastery of 
those great economic and sociological problems upon whose 
proper solution depends the welfare alike of the community, 
the state and the nation; as well as the further fact that 
three thousand Christian women of the state, in organized 
unions, are also laboring day by day, and year after year 
for the advancement of that great cause upon whose suc- 
cess, more than anything else, depends the salvation of 
American manhood and the protection of the American 
home. These facts, in the face of the further and deplor- 
able fact that there are no state organizations of men labor- 
ing along either line, taken also in connection with the fact 
that three-fourths of the membership of our churches, and 
more than nine-tenths of the enrolled teaching force in our 
schools, belong to the female sex, justify the conclusion that 
the majority of our women will soon come to comprehend 
their duty, realize their obligations and demand the right 
which, it is conceded, will then be no longer withheld. 

(5) That we heartily congratulate the beloved and hon- 
ored first president, and present honorary head, of this 
organization, Armenia S. White of Concord, who for more 
than half a century has been the foremost woman in New 
Hampshire in every great work of charity, reform or pro- 
gress, upon the near attainment of her ninetieth birthday 
anniversary (to be reached November 1) in the full vigor 
of mental power, and with bodily health superior to most 
persons of her age, despite the severe and dangerous illness 
through which she has recently passed. We rejoice that 
she is still spared to further the progress of this and other 
worthy causes to which she has been long devotedly at- 
tached. 

(6) That our thanks are due, and are hereby extended, to 
the officers of our association for the eflScient discharge of 
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duty, and particularly to our faithful and self-sacrificing 
president, Mary N. Chase, who has labored diligently, in 
season and out of season, in our own and other states, for 
the advancement of the equal suffrage cause; also to our 
gifted and honored national leader. Rev. Anna H. Shaw, 
for her inspiring presence and strong and cheering message ; 
to Miss Aina Johansson of Finland, for her interesting and 
instructive address; to St. Paul's Methodist Church and its 
choir, and the Manchester Equal Suffrage Association for 
hospitality and encouragement; to the local press and all 
others who have in any way contributed to the success of 
this meeting. 

The following resolution was also adopted : 

To the Semite atid House of Representatives of the Congress 
of the United States: 

Whereas, Taxation without representation is tyranny, 
and women pay, in every state in this republic, a rapidly 
increasing amount of taxes ; therefore. 

Resolved, That justice demands that their present politi- 
cal disability be removed and that they be enfranchised 
upon the same terms as the men in the states in which they 
live ; and 

Resolved, That the undersigned, on behalf of the New 
Hampshire Woman Suffrage Association, in annual conven- 
tion assembled at Manchester, New Hampshire, October 25, 
1907, and representing fully four hundred and fifty mem- 
bers, respectfully ask for the prompt passage by your hon- 
orable body of a sixteenth amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution, to be submitted to the legislatures of the several 
states for ratification, prohibiting the disfranchisement of 
United States citizens on account of sex ; and 

Resolved, That the secretary of this meeting is requested 
to forward a copy of this resolution to the president, and to 
the senators from this state, and to the member of congress 
from this district. 
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Miss Aina Johansson spoke briefly, after which Dr. Anna 
H. Shaw gave the address of the evening. 

A collection of $10 was taken. The minutes of the even- 
ing were read and approved. 

The benediction was pronounced by Rev. J. W. Tingley 
of Berlin, and the convention adjourned at 9:30.

Report op the Corresponding Secretary. 

Not quite six years ago the New Hampshire Woman Suf- 
frage Association was reorganized in this city, and natur- 
ally we ask ourselves what progress our cause has made 
since then. Without attempting to recall the innumerable 
smaller instances where justice has been done, we at once 
remember that eight hundred thousand women of Aus- 
tralia have received full parliamentary suffrage; that the 
women of Finland have been enfranchised, and that three 
hundred thousand women of Norway have received full 
suffrage during the past year. 

In our own state progress has been made. We have had 
a constitutional amendment, proposing to strike out the 
word "male," submitted to the voters. This amendment 
received 14,162 favorable votes, the largest proportional 
vote ever obtained in an eastern state. There has been a 
great change in the attitude of the women themselves to- 
ward this question. Five years ago only three women's 
clubs in the state would accept, as a lecturer upon woman 
suffrage, the president of the State Federation of Woman 's 
Clubs of the great enfranchised state of Colorado, so feared 
was the subject. One year ago the state federation of New 
Hampshire endorsed woman suffrage unanimously. 

The gains of five or six years may make our last year 
seem small in results, but we feel that we have gone for- 
ward. Most of our clubs have done good work, though 
some have been hampered by unfortunate circumstances. 
The Greenville club has sixteen members, and secured Mr. 
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H. H. Metcalf of Concord as speaker before the Woman's 
Club. This year it has a franchise day on the calendars of 
two organizations. This club has always been a generous 
giver to the state association. The North Conway and 
Berlin clubs have been reorganized with good officers. The 
Franklin club, as usual^ made a good report — seven meet- 
ings, sixty members, and five dollars given to state work. 

The Manchester club has held eight meetings, has made 
a study of political science and has sixty members. The 
report of the Warner club is so encouraging it deserves to 
be embodied here and is as follows: 

**Our local club, though few in numbers, is full of en- 
thusiasm and has held monthly meetings during the past 
year. We have made a regular study of 'The Citizen's 
Catechism,' by C. F. Gill, with research and collateral 
reading, and have continued the study of our state laws 
concerning women and children. Conditions in New Zea- 
land and Australia have received attention, and we have, 
by means of general suffrage literature, kept in touch with 
the cause. We had thirteen members last year, and though 
all have not renewed we hope they may do so. 

"Twice have our hearts been made glad by visits from 
our state president, and her eternal, never-failing enthus- 
iasm has filled us with new courage. Mrs. Ella H. J. Hill 
x)f Concord paid us one visit and delighted our club with 
her address. All our members are subscribers to Progress, 
while the Woman's JouT*nal, sent by the state association 
to the superintendent of press work, is passed from one to 
another and is doing much good."

Last year the Andover club reported nineteen members 
and this year twenty-four. Papers and essays have been 
prepared by members and several large enthusiastic meet- 
ings have been addressed by Hon. Clarence E. Carr, Rev. 
Henry G. Ives and Miss Mary N. Chase. 
. With Mrs. Marv I. Wood as chairman of the legislative 
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committee, a bill granting mtinicipal suffrage to womeii was 
introduced in the house of representatives and referred to 
the judiciary committee, which gave a majority and minor- 
ity report. The majority report was unfavorable and Hon. 
Henry M. Baker, as leader of the minority, was unsuccessful 
in his effort for a substitution, ifembers of all the clubs 
wrot« personal letters and sent literature to the different 
members of the legislature. 

Mrs. Annie L. Billings of Warner, superintendent of 
press work, has given faithful service and secured thirty- 
papers to publish our literature. At its annual meeting the 
Universalist Church endorsed woman suffrage. 

The greatest of all our helps has been the leadership of 
our brave president, who has always kept in close touch with 
our work, though called away so much to work in other 
states. She has been employed as organizer in Indiana, 
Maine and Vermont. Since the last of August she has de- 
voted all her time to the needs of New Hampshire, holding 
eight public meetings, six parlor meetings, and doing per- 
sonal work in seven other towns. Three clubs were reor- 
ganized and committees formed at Bradford, Peterborough 
and jrarlboro. She has visited Warner, Bradford, New- 
port, Claremont, Marlboro, Keene. Jlilford. Peterborough, 
Nashua, Manchester, Concord. East Andovcr, Andover, Hill, 
Plymouth, Littleton, Berlin, North Conway, Dover and 
Portsmouth. She also attended the national convention at 
Chicago in February.

Legislative Repokt. 
A letter containing suffrage literature was sent to each 
member of the legislature, asking if he favored municipal 
suffrage for women. Fifty-five responded favorably-. The 
" ■" to give women municipal suffrage was introduced early 
le session by Representative W. F. Whitcher of Haver- 
February 1, a hearing was granted before the judiciary* 
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committee. The room and hall were packed with inter- 
ested listeners. A number of women were present from 
Franklin, Manchester and other towns. The speakers were 
Miss Mary N. Chase of Andover, Mrs. Mary I. Wood, of 
Portsmouth, Mrs. Ella H. J. Hill of Concord, Mrs. Ellen 
B. Richardson of Haverhill, Mr. M. Meehan of Concord, 
and Mrs. Anna Meehan of Concord. 

The committee voted inexpedient to legislate, eight to 
seven. When the question of substituting the minority 
report came before the house, Messrs. Whitcher, Wadleigh, 
Baker and CheUis spoke ably in behalf of the municipal 
suffrage bill. Mr. Whitcher called for a yea and nay vote. 
The vote stood 77 to 224 in favor of substitution. We grate- 
fully preserve for future reference the names of the mem- 
bers who stood true to their conviction of right and justice 
in the face of great odds :
